Indiana's largei lakes and im­ 
poundments attract millions ol 
fishermen each year, but the 
most popular lushing places re­ 
main those quid and fish-loaded 
I.o in ponds which dot the laud- 
seape from Michigan City to 
New Albany 
Most pond fishermen have 
I hen own techniques tor use on 
I heir t a vorit e pond, but these 
techniques are developed by pro­ 
longed study. or more likely, 
through reflex conditioning 
When an angler knows that 
lug hawk hve> right next to 
the third clump ol cattails 
north ot the downed oak tree, 
he casts there It he sees blue 
mils m the water every evening 
just oil the twin-locked sassal- 
Iras tree, he lislies there 
But that kind ot knowledge 
mines through experience and 
long hours ol casual observa­ 
tion 
A stranger to a pond 
doesn't have that kind ol infor­ 
mation to draw on 
It's near impossible to leant 
about habits ot fish in any body 
ol water w ithout this background 
information This makes fishing 
sucress I ess pos 111 ve 
However, by applying a little 
logic to some generally accept­ 
ed theories of fishing science, 
any angler heading for a strange 
tarm pond tor an evening s lish- 
mg can greatly increase his 
chances. 


First, prepare for the trip by 
making a simple inquiry of the 
owner about the bottom lay­ 
out ol his pond. Most have seen 
the bottom and have detailed 
knowledge of where that old 


spring is submerged or a big 
gopher hole prov ides excellent 
bass cover. 
Remember too that spring is 
spawning time, and while some 
fish ha v e a 1 rea dy s pa vv 11 ed. most 
are still on the way to the beds 
and are moving in shallow wat­ 
er Normally, tisli will avoid 
bright sunlight, but in spring, 
they many times prefer the 
warmer shallow water to a shad­ 
ed spot that is better in the 
summer. Cheek those shallow 
areas iirst thing. 
Largcmouth bass have a keen 
sense ot I eel and can sense ap­ 
proaching people through vibra­ 
tions each step sends through 
the ground A good breeze will 
mask your approach jrom lurk­ 
ing bass, but on a calm day, a 
lunker will sec a fisherman com­ 
ing and leave that angler 
vi atehmg a heaft -brea k i iig w ake 
as the bass heads for deep wat­ 
er safety So approach with 
caution. 
Ponds formed by damming a 
stream or creek provide fishing 
similar to the large impound­ 
ments- just on a smaller scale. 
Look for the same types of 
bottom structure or variation as 
in a lug lake stumps, brush piles, 
steep creek channel drops or 
channel bends provide good hold­ 
ing and hiding spots for all 
kinds ot game fish 
Most ponds have deepest water 
near their dams, and those 
banks can be great especially 
casting from a quietly moving 
John boat with surface bait* lat­

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INCOME TAX CUT? 
Spearheaded by Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, 
a proposal has been made for consideration 
b\ the United States Senate for a cut in 
federal income taxes. 
The one-time Democratic cnadidate for 
President has urged Congress to enact a tax 
cut to help low and middle-income families in 
what he termed as a “recession.” According 
to Sen Humphrey, consumer demand would 
be stimulated. 
Conceding that the nation’s economy has 
tended to dip downward there is some 
question whether it has recessive propor­ 
tions It must be admitted that all families 
are feeling the impact of inflation, which has 
not been solved in this nation or abroad. 
Under the Humphrey proposal taxes would 
be cut $5.9 billion, mainly through increasing 
the personal exemption on taxable income 
from $750 to $825. 
Action of this type would be appreciated by 
most taxpayers. 
However, there is another factor in the 
situation, which was not referred to by Sen. 
Humphrey nor two other senators, Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy and Sen. Walter F. 
Móndale, advocating a tax cut. 
No mention was made in a decrease in 
federal spending. If some of the proposals 
before Congress are enacted, the federal 
government will be even deeper in debt and 
the federal budget will show a greater deficit. 
Obviously, the nation has some overseas 
responsibilities and domestic needs that 
cannot be neglected. 
The plan for income tax reduction might be 
regarded as feasible, in the event that 
Congress will trim operations of the federal 
government to more than the $5.9 billion 
listed in the proposed tax cut. Much can be 
achieved through budget reform. 
To some extent, it must be admitted that a 
tax cut would be inflationary. 
When income taxes are reduced at a time of 
an escalation of federal spending, the 
financial status of the federal government 
can be imparied. 
The United States cannot continue ad 
infinitum to overlook the necessity of placing 
its financial house in order. 
If income tax reductions are made by 
Congress, they should be accompanied by a 
corresponding reduction in federal spending.
